Whereas, PO I Wilhoit and the other officers located another crash victim who had gone for help
and stayed with both victims until the arrival of medical personnel, upon which the officers helped carry the
victims from the cornfield to the ambulance; and

Whereas, PO I Wilhoit’s performance of his duties reflects the dedication, pride, and
professionalism which he has brought to his many assignments since joining the Missouri Department of
Corrections on February 7, 2000; and

Whereas, a 1999 graduate of Northwest Missouri State University in Maryville, PO I Wilhoit
considers himself most fortunate for the continual love and support of his wonderful family which includes his
devoted wife, Melissa, and his two children, Autumn and Kinsey:
